CHICAGO — There could be, we imagine, m 


deadly dullness to the opening hours of any na- 
tional political convention but there also is an 
irrepressible thrill to any newspaper man who 
looks beyond the surface and sees the true sym- 
bolism of these conventions. They are America 
at its best and at its worst—America In all the 
true dignity and glory of its inspiring freedom— 
the articulate voice of » mature democracy 
which ha* ridden through all the storms.

At this stage of the convention, do not let any 


oracle tell you that it is in the bag for any in- 
divdual.

Put Out With Us 


Even old friends and good neighbors get pro- 


voked at one time and another and that is the 
way Canada feels about the United States at 
this time on several subjects. 


Such a relationship is not deplorable so long 


as it remains within metes and bounds. It stirs 
efforts to restore good will and corrects troubles. 
For that reason it is just as well that the U.S. 
knows what is the matter. 


Canada is experiencing an export deficit and 


feels that the U.S. is working too hard pushing 
its own products into Canada, aided by a serv- 
ing administration. It is also concerned by the 
mounting size of U.S. capital engaged in Canad- 
ian industry, business and resources develop- 
ment. A nation does not like the idea of being 
virtually owned by outsiders. 


There is no intention on this side of the 


border of making Canada a satellite and money 
has the habit of pursuing good investments. And 
we might add that Canada is not altogether 
blameless. It relished the economic shot in the 
arm. private American capital furnished and it 
has also encouraged some institutions, in the 
field of investment and taxation, that attracted 
American thrift to Canada precisely on the in- 
ducement of tax gains by American investors. 


If the results are now a little satsifactory we 


would say that both sides should rechart their 
course somewhat. 


No Love Affair 


If we sometimes get concerned over Russia's 


apparent success in picking up world clients at 
our expense it is good to remember that it is 
one thing to make the first sale and quite 
another to develop a steady customer. 


Russia seemed to score heavily against us 


when it moved into Burma and made deals— 
deals which on the surface looked better than 
ours. One was an offer to accept Burmese rice 
in return for Russian goods. It went sour. The 
Burmese found that the price differential was 
badly against them and besides they couldn't 
get what they needed, only what Russia wished 
to get rid of—cement for instance. Burma fin- 
ally ran out of places to store cement and also 
ran out of rice. When it tried to buy some back 
the price' went up radically. Now the Burmese 
are sick of Russia and anything disappointing 
is laid to Russia's door. Our guess is that any 
number of western defecters will have the same 
experience and if they haven't been gobbled up 
they will be back, glad to do business with better 
people.

advertised.

But the story has not ended 


there. Former Truman associates 
have swung into action from plush 
suites in the best hotels and are 
openly attempting to raid the dele- 
gations in Mr. Truman's name. 
They are lining up the party's 
rotten boroughs—those weak Dem- 
ocratic organizations in r o c k- 
ribbed Republican states, chiefly 
in the Midwest —which correspond 
to the Republican organizations in 
the South. 


These tactics are much less 


than fair to Harriman. the man, 
and his real claims to his party's 
consideration. As governor of New 
York, he is inevitably a potential 
president, his party record is loyal 
and distinguished, and he has had 
great experience. 


Under some circumstances Har- 


riman would have been God's gift 
to his party. His historical misfor- 
tune is to have run into Stevenson

CHICAGO — There is now more 


than a likelihood that the Demo- 
cratic convention will be dead- 
locked and that out of the dead- 
lock will come one of the dark 
horses that are maneuvering for 
position.

President Harry S. Truman's ef- 
fort 10 throw the nomination to 
his friend and protege, Governor 
Averell Harriman of New York.

The uneasy feeling is beginning 


to circulate among the delegates 
that Adlai Stevenson has, indeed, 
been stopped. 


This uneasy doubt has infected 


even such staunchly loyal support- 
ers of the 1952_standard bearer 
as Speaker Sam Rayburn who had 
been saying up until two days ago 
thst there was no doubt about Ste- 
venson's nomination. Now Ray- 
burn, along with a great many 
rank-and-file delegates, is wonder- 
ing who will finally get the nomi- 
nation after four, five, six or seven 
futile ballots. 


The Stevenson strategists con- 


tinue to say firmly that their dele- 
gate strength of 550 to 600 re- 
mains unimpaired.

But the seepage has begun as a 


consequence of corrosive doubt on 
Stevenson's ability to win in No- 
vember. The little group of Tru- 
man associates who had so much 
to do with persuading the former 
President to go all out for Harri- 
man have done a highly organized 
job of spreading the poison that 
Stevenson, running for a second 
time against President Eisenhower, 
would not carry a single state 
that he did not carry in 1952.

LYNDON JOHNSON 


Random delegates from at least 
20 states, anti-Stevenson and lean- 
ing to Harriman, were brought 
into Mr. Truman's suite by Sam- 
uel I. Rosenman, former counsel 
to the President. Their theme song 
was in each instance the same. 


"I'm just a little grass-roots poli- 


tician and I don't know anything 
outside my own state. But I know 
that fellow Stevenson can't carry 
my state. He's just too highbrow 
and the farmers don't like him." 


This was, of course, what Mr. 


Truman wanted to hear, since all 
along he has been opposed to Ste- 
venson. 


The same technique is now be- 


ing used widely with leading Dem- 
ocrats and with the heads of dele- 
gations. There is nothing which 
makes a politician more uncertain 
and uneasy than the suggestion 
that his man lacks vote-getting 
appeal. This is why the Harriman 
wrecking operation has been so 
effective. It is very hard for the 
Stevenson camp to counter this 
propaganda.

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At the same time, political lead- 


ers outside the Harriman entour- 
age have no illusions that the New 
Yorker can get the nomination or 
that, if he got it, he would have 
a chance to win. Rayburn, at din- 
ner with Mr. Truman, put it on 
the line. 


"Harriman won't jet a single 


delegate In the South, and outside 
of Oklahoma he won't get many 
in the border states," Saybunt 
told the ex-president in the sharp, 
earthy language out of Mr. Tru- 
man's own political lexicon.

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The role that has fallen to John- 


son is one most congenial to his 
temperament

technique. He loves to exercise 
power with a tight-lipped, tight- 
reined inscrutability, leaving al- 
most everyone, including his clos- 
est associates, to guess what his 
course will be until the last min- 
ute. 


On the first few ballots, If such 


veterans as Raybura are correct 
id their predictions, Johnson will 
show a sizeable strength.

'Formal Demand' 


Butler, in turn, dispatched a tel- 


gram to Stanton. In it he said he 
•was making "formal demand" 
that CBS show the complete film 
on the same number of TV and 
'radio stations that carried the 
other convention proceedings Mon- 
day mght 


Meanwhile, a rival network, the 


American Broadcasting Co , de- 
fended CBS's "editorial rights to 
broadcast what it believed to be 
of greatest public interest." ABC 
carried the film on its program 


Stanton, in his te'egram to But- 


ler, also said that "far more im- 
portant js the vital issue of free- 
dom of the press which you raise 
Those who make the news can- 
not, in' a free society, dictate to 
broadcasters, as part of the free 
press, to what extent, where and 
how they shall cover the news."
